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REMARKS 

In the Office Action, claims 1-15, 30 and 32 were rejected. By the present 
Response, claims 1-15, 30 and 32 will remain pending in the present patent application. 
Reconsideration and allowance of all pending claims are requested. 

Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. § 102 

In the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 1-13, 15, 30 and 32 under 35 
U.S.C. § 102(a) as being anticipated by Tu et al. ("Surface Reconstruction Via Helmholtz 
Reciprocity with a Single Image Pair"; Proceedings 2003 IEEE Conference on Computer 
Vision and Pattern Recognition, CVPR 2003; Madison, Wl, June 18-20, 2003, Vol. 2 of 2, 
hereinafter "Tu"). 

Applicants respectfully submit that the declaration submitted with this response 
under 37 C.F.R. 1 .1 32 establishes that the disclosure in the Tu reference is not "by 
another." 

Therefor, Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the rejections of claims 
1 , 30 and 32 under 35 U.S.C. § 102. The claims depending from claims 1 , 30 and 32 
are also clearly allowable at least by virtue of their dependency from an allowable base 
claim. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. §103 

Claim 14 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable overTu in 
view of Saund (U.S Patent 5,835,241 , hereinafter "Saund"). 

This rejection relies upon Tu as the primary reference, and, as stated above, 
Applicants believe Tu has been removed as prior art by the declaration submitted 
herewith and the remarks set forth above. Applicants respectfully submit that this 
rejection is now moot. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 16-29, 33 and 35 were allowed. 
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Conclusion
